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MERZ has given a further illustration of this t^am-work which seems 
to result in an interaicene test of strength between Auswurtiges AMP (Foreign 
Ministry) and AMT VI (Foreign Espionage, RSHA) on the one hand, and HIMMLER 
and AMT TV (STAPO, RSHA) on the other, MERZ was asked to undertake his first 
and last mission for AMT VI as an indirect result of the agreement between 
the Foreign Ministry and j\MS VI to van the Poles over- uu~ the'cerman^aut. 
Auswartigos Amt decided that a new policy, contrary to HIMMLER's, was nodes sa. 
to aehievo this end. This change of attitude towards the Poles had become- 
imperative in view of the completely different political situation 
Germany found herself in the spring of 1943 r as a result of serious 
in RUSSIA.

His statement probably refers to "FRANZ" Expedition whioh joined FRANZ MAIR 
in TEHRAN . This party consisted of six men, four so-oalled "SD" agents (one 
of them definitely a former SS offioer) and two ABWEHfe men. This group arrived 
in PERSIA in April 1943* It is interesting to note that in AMT VI thore seems 
to have been ho mention of ABYffifiR collaboration, whereas at ABW so-oalled SD 
partnership in this mission was well-known, according to Lt. (ex-Major)

In Ootober 1943, EILITZ, of Amt VI, Near East Division, told his 
friend MERZ conversationally, that. his Reforat would soon send some Mohamedans 
from CROATIA to M.E. , as their agents. MERZ knows no further details about 
this planned mission. 

312* BEST -STEVENS. 

• According to MEHRING and EILITZ of AMT VI, SCHELLENBERG, now Amtschef 
VI, was the German who planned and executed the BEST-ST EVENS ooup. MERZ has 
hoaad that these two British officers are now confined to 'H.Q. AMT VT (STAPO), 
in Prims Albroohtstrasse 8, BERLIN. 

313* Amtschef III. 

MERZ now recalls that SS . Brigadefuhrer 0HLEND0RF is C.6. Aunt III 

(SD). 

314* location of Morey Section of STAPO (Amt IV A 4). 

Prinz Albrechtatrasse 8, BERLIN, (STAPO Building), Third. Floor 
Back, overlooking gardens back of No. 8 and No. 9. MERZ worked in this 
section for a few weeks in pobruary 1942. 

315* STAPO Interrogati on. 

He disclaimed any knowledge of a separate STAPO (Amt IV) Interro- 
gation Seotion. He had himself only helped with interrogation of a few 
Poles in SIP# Aussenstolle, KIELCE, in 1940/41* He. has heard, however, that 
foreign agents are normally interrogated at the STApO LeltstoHe* nearest 
t<? the pluoe of capture. Important agents are sent to STAPO H.Q., Prinz 
Albreohtstrasse 8 and presumably housed in the basement, like BEST and 
STEVENS. No-one below the rank of Kriminal-Kommissar is allowed to interro 
gate them. 

3l6. MERZ maintains that high-class agents or suspects are well-' 

treated. He cited' as an example ROWECKI who, aooording to SPILKER, was 
destinod for AMT IV. "It would have been folly to mete out severe treatment 
to one who might be useful to the Germans". (6, para 56 ). Hence the word 
"Hausarrost" (open arrest) is applied to the confinement pf "guests" at AMP IV. 

317* From the third floor of Albreohtstrasse 8 (See para. 313), MERZ 

oaught occasional glimpses of .guests being exercised in the back garden of 
Albreohtstrasse 9, the grounds of whioh are out of bounds to all, offioials \ 




of SIPO except those directly concerned with the "guests", who aro oil in 
mufti « MERZ he add only the names of ROWECKI, BEST' and STEVENS mentioned. 

He does not think that he ever saw them. 

313. Sections of Referat IV E, RSHA (See 7, para 190.). 

MERZ has refreshed his memory on the Counter-Espionage Division of 
AMT IV (STAPO) . There are at least five seotions in it. IV E 1 is probably 
the seotion for English-speaking countries (Great Britain, U.S.A., Canada, 
eto»), and is called Abteilung WEST. MERZ knows nothing about Abt. 2, 3, 4» 
Kriminalrat SCHMITZ is probably' in Abteilung 5, also called Abt. sffPEN 
(Spain, Portugal, possibly also South America.) 

319. AMT VI, Berkaerstrasso, GRUNEWALD. Dr. Qg|VE (CRIlFE ?). 

C.O. Referat Naherer Osten (Near East Division), R.S.H.A., and 
Krirainal Kommissar EILITZ of the some division, have offices on the first 
floor (Hoohparterro) of H.Q. AMT VI in Berkaerstrasse. MEHRING is in 
Abteilung WIRTSCHAFT of A'LMT VI, having been transferred there from the 
HOLLAND seotion of Referat A (?), WESTEUROPA .(?). MEHRING* s office 
(Wirtschaft) is on the floor above Dr. GRAVE'S, i.e. on the second floor. 

3 . 20 , Agents of AMT IV (see 7, end of para. 167) . 

HALMERSEGGER is I C of all AMT IV agents, i.e. of undercover-men, 
ponotration ag. its, informers, agents-provocatours, etc., in the Reich, and 
in occupied territory under Gorman oivil administration. The technical 
boxa in SIFO for these agents is VERTRAUENSLEUTE (confidenoo men). 

321. All reports from these men eventually reach HALMERSEGGER, those 
from agents in occupied territory via IV D. 

322. In Report No. 7, para.l67, HALMERSEGGER' s location was wrongly 
stated due to a misinterpretation of the ambiguous German phrase "Er 
sitzt gegemiber dem mOLLER" (He sits opposite MflLLER) . In fact, his office 
is on the same floor as M&LLER's, across the. hall. 

323. MERZ derived his knowledge of K'lLMERSEGGER from conversations with' 
ECKERLE, |,C. Mercy Section, AMT IV. 

324. Q.M. Stores - Clothing, SIPO. 

Another source had stated that STAPO had an office for surveillance 
of foreign workers at Burgstr. 28, BERLIN, under Kriminalrat MAURER. MERZ 
was asked why ho had not mentioned Burgstrasse 28. Ho replied that he had 
considered it of no interest to us. as it was the plaoe whore SIPO uniforms 
are issued (KLBIDERKRMMER der SIPO) . He had not hoard of a seotion for the 
surveillance of foreign workers, nor of Kriminalrat MAURER. 

325. SD (AMT III) in Occupied Territory. 

In the Generalgouvomemcnt and probably in all ather occupied 
territories under Gorman civil administration, SD sections of SIFO deal only 
with invest ig.it ion of various matters, as described in 7, para 16 6 . SD has Mo 
executive functions, contrary to recent reports from other sources. MERZ is

MERZ knows of non© in POL/JJD. ’ In Greeoo no real preparations 
hnvo. been made by the Gormans as far as he knows. In Summer 1943, the 
Italians were still in oharge of such matters and MERZ assumes, from what 
ho has heard, that they have told us about any preparations made by them. 
Gorman-cont roll od Stay-Bohind Groups would, in MERZ* s opinion, be organised 
by AMT IV (STAPO), not by any other Amt. 

327. Capture of Anglo -Italo-Hellcnio Military Mission to Communist Andarte s. 

H$SSELB/J?TH told MERZ that in case of an ;impending British invasion 
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of Greece the Germans would not bother about the Greek Ccmrunists as -they 
felt that the British would have the same difficulties with them as the 
Germans.. As illustration he related the following to MERZ: 

328. In September (?) 1943, when tho British occupied sape of the 

Dodecanese Islands, they, heard that on one which they had not ye-t reached 
(MKRV. does not remember the name of this island) the Communist Anidartea had 
disarmed the Italian garrison^ The British sent a w/T message (intercepted 
by the Germans!) to the Communists asking them to re-arm the' Italians who 
would make common cause with than. The Andartes replied that they considered 
all Italians enemies of the Greeks and refused restitution of arms to them. 
Thereupon a military commission, consisting of a British Lt-. -General, an 
Italian Colonel and a Greek Captain, was sent to tho island-. The Andartes 
refused to negotiate with this commission which therefore tried to return 
to its base. The three officers were captured by an Italian officer, in an 
Italian S’-boat (Schnellboat^woro presumably taken to some port in Greeoe 
and were handed over to the Germans. 

( Note by I.O.; This story has a foundation of truth and is inserted here 
merely to illustrate in what garbled form MERZ has presented it. On the 
other hand it also shows that the German W/T interception is quite efficient 
and that the original version of the story was probably uncomfortably acourate. )

MERZ does not know of any penetration of SIP0 by RUSSIA or any 
other country* There was, however, a sensational disoovory of Russian 
intrigue in the Luftfahrtsministorium, late in 1942 of early in 1943* In 
SU’D circles the following version of tho stoxy was oufrent: 

331 *" The Russians had dropped many parachutists somewhere in Germany* 

On one, who was captured, was found on "AbreChnung" (statement .. of expenditures) 
for a Staatssekretar (secretary of State) of the Air Ministry* This led to 
the discovery that a number of officials in this ministry, including some 
senior officers, were in tho pay of MOSCOW* Many arrests were made* 

332. * Issue of German Passports* 

They are issued by tho Chief of Polioo (Polizeiprasident) of the 
provincial capital nearest to applicant’s domioile. MERZ pointed out that 
a bad mistako had been made in his case by AMT VI who hud his passport 
made, out by the Pollzeiprasidont of BERLIN but gave hfe domicile as HAMBURG. 
MERZ thought ' that wo had notioed this error* 

333* MERZ belioves that a series of numbers are generally reserved for 

AMT VI passports* His number if 0755&S43 , and is dated 28th Juno 1943. 
Passports with similar numbers issued about the same time are probably 
reserved for AMT VI.
